Mr. Musser retired from business, in which
be bhad been engaged for over fifty years.
He was a member of the Society ol the
War of 1812, a director of the Philadel.

phia, Germantown & Norristown railroad
for forty and adirector of the Com-

mercial national bauk for twenty-eight
years, He was one of the incorporators
of the Mt. Vernon cemetery company and
one of the original members of St. John's
Evangelical Lutheran church, Philadel-
phia, of which he was a trustee for fifty
years, and president of the board for
thirty-six years. Hc was also interested
in the establishment of the Evaugelical
Lutheran Church of fhe [loly Communion.
He was married in 1815 and his wife died
in 1867, after they had lived happily to-
gether for fifty-two years.

Deceased was descendant of one of the
oldest and most highly respected families
of this connty, his ancestors being among
the original settlers, Ile was a brother of
the late Capt. George Musser, who was
also an officer of the army during
the war of 1812, and who
beld many offices of trust and
profit in this city. The late Sebastian
Musser, esq., was a nephew of deceased,
as is also Capt. Geo. Musser, who now re-
sides on West Vine street, this city.
Miss Christic Musser, for many years a
teacher in the girls' high school, this
city, is a micce of deceased aund
has for muny years past been his house-
keeper. The funceal will take place on
Monday next at 2, o'clock p. m., the fu
peral services to take place at St. Johw's
church, on Race street, below Sixth, and
the interment at Moant Vernon eemetery.
